by the police speed squad on the wide

tempting- to burn the asphalt and to- 
day sentenced by Police Judge J. J. 
Sullivan, to five days in. the county 
jail.It was then that Slade related one 
of the hardest luck stories heard in 
the Rialto for several months. Some 
time ago he broke his neck—or tech- 
nically so. The fractured member was 
encased in a plaster cast and on the 
road to unity again when the speed- 
but .bit Slade on the foot which con- 
trols the gasoline-pedal hi his car. 


Obeying that impulse, he "stepped 


on it" and went up Van Ness ave- 
nue at a rate of speed which takes up

of the trip to England on the ship 
carrying General Pershing and his 
staff has been received 
here 
from 


Mrs. 
Frederick Palmer, -wife of the 


war correspondent. 
Mr. and Mrs, 
Palmer accompanied the American 
military chief on his journey across. 


During the eleven days and nights 


of -the trip the passengers virtually 
lived in safety suits and wore life 
preservers, !n fear of attact by Ger- 
man submarines. Life preservers were 
placed on deck the second day out and 
then came the long hours of waiting 
until the liner should reach the'danger 
zone, "when the dice shaking with 
death begins in earnest," as Mrs. 
Palmer phrased it. 


Mrs. Palmer's account day by day 


reads: 
- 
"Today is as gray and chill as 


yesterday, with the addition of waves 
of fog, which means the fog horn 
gives a blast every five minutes, cut- 
ting into the middle of a sentence 
most impolitely. 


"Today is "Wednesday and it is 


growing steadily colder, the windows 
covered with a light frost, and a thin 
fog hugs the water. 
As there is no 
heat anywhere most of the passengers 
are shivering and all have on their 
warmest clothes. The stewards have 
been putting great piles of life pre- 


servers at all the exits to the decks, 
together with piles of heavy blankets, 
all handy for snatching in case of 
need, and, equally handy, stand big 
barrels of hard tack so passengers 
with the special safety suits can cram 
the rubber pouch full. 
I filled our 


brandy flasks this morning and then 
went on deck and watched the sailors 
stow provisions In the llfabo&ta. 
"They consist of trimmed beef, hard 
tack and water, not exactly Delmonico 
fare. b;it just as good i£ yes arc 
hungry, and, speaking of fare, the 
table on board Is the simplest kind 
of food, not a potato has been served 
since starting'.

I fend abro?.<3 -will retire srecit r.-aTr-^crs 
of trained medical people. 
To be able 


to send these men and women with our 
soldiers and still have a sufficient num- 
ber to look after our people at home la 
a stupendous problem. 
While we are 


sending doctors across the sea we must 
bend our efforts to create new doctors 
and new nurses at home—lest we fall 
Into the same terrible errors made by 
England and France." 


Dr. Martin believes that so far as pos- 


sible every medical student should be 
kept at his duties. These men can do 
their country greater service by saving 
life than by destroying it. 


"Dp you believe then that doctors 


should be exempted from the draft?" 


"By no means. I believe they should 


enroll In the medical service now before 
the draft cames," Dr. Martin replied. 
"For an army of 3.000,000 we shall need 
21,000 physicians. Thus far there are 
only 6,000 enrolled." 


UNIT E F F I C I E N T 


LONDON, July 14.—The Harvard 


Medical Unit, under Dr. Harvey Gush- 
ing, gave a good account of Itself In 
the recent fighting at Messlnes ridge.

The city is on the eve of great development on the 
western waterfront, and it is important that no 
mistakes be made. Hasty action would be regret- 
able. The Council owes it to the city to proceed 
with due deliberation. Iso lease should be granted 
until expert advice is had. This should not mean 
unnecessary delay. It -is in harmony with the 
recommendation made last week by the harbor com- 
mittee of the Oakland Chamber of Commerce. All 
industries are welcome, but must be located with 
intelligence, keeping in view at all times the future 
growth of the city.

BAKERS TO THE FROXT. 


~. The "War Department is on a still hunt for ex- 
perts in the making of field bread, garrison bread, 
graham bread, rye bread, salt-rising bread and just 
common bread such as mother makes. The quar- 
termaster general has beeu ordered to form forty 
baking companies to be made up of practical 
bakers. 


Equipment for the field bakery is standardized 


and fixed by the War Department. It includes all 
manner of baking apparatus, according to regula- 
tions, from ''pans and sieves to thermometers and 
troughs, as well as lanterns, monkey wrenches and 
tool boxes." Just what part the monkey wrenches 
play in the making of the various kinds of bread is 
not explained. A field bakery of war strength can 
turn out 18.144 pounds of garrison bread each day. 


It may be well for all housewives, not already 


expert in the art, to equip themselves for bread 
making in case the demand for bakers becomes too 
great. The standardized war equipment may not i 


has under negotiation additional contracts for 
aboivt 100 wooden ships. Contracts for seventy- 
seven steel ships have been awarded, totaling 642,- 
800 tons. 


This program provides for 429 ships of all kinds, 


representing an aggregate of 1,860,800 tons, the

General Goethals further announces 
that he will continue to let contracts for wooden 
ships of design approved by the naval architects. 


The demand for shipping makes it necessary that

JAPAN'S ISTEWSPAPERS. 


By UCBDDRO TOKUTOMI.

It is a remarkable fact that tbe 


Japanese newspapers progressed 
by 


wars. 
They first came to existence 


for the necessity of publishing news 
of the war against the Shogunate gov- 
ernment, which ended in the restora- 
tion of the imperial regime. A great 
stride-was made by Japanese journal- 
ism through the civil war of IS77, 
usually known as the Satsuma rebel- 
lion. 
Genichiro Fukuchi, 
the 
fore- 


most writer of the time, went to the 
general headquarters of the govern- 
ment 
army as a war correspondent. 


When he returned to the capital he 
was received by Emperor Meiji and 
ordered to give an account of the war. 
The newspapers became popular, and 
began to be considered a necessity bv 
uie people. 


Until about 1S90, Japanese newspa-- 


pers were divided into two classes, 
commonly 
called great newspaper** 


and lesser 
newspapers. 
The great 


newspapers dealt in politics exclus- 
ively, 
and 
their 
circulation 
was 


naturally 
limited, 
ranging between 


2000 and 5000. 
Lesser newspapers, 


on the contrary, published town gob- 
sip, fiction 
and light 
reading, and 


never discussed serious questions. 


Toward 
the end of 
the eighties, 


however, Japanese newspapers began 
gradually to assume the true char- 
acter of a newspaper. 
Mr. Fumio 


Yano, one 
of the great 
writers in 


Japan, who later represented Japan 
in Peking, made an attempt to con- 
vert the Hochi, one of the great news- 
papers, into a lesser newspaper, in- 
troducing into its pages, In addition 
to politics, matters of human interest. 
The attempt was successful and the 
sale 
of the newspaper greatly 
In- 


creased. 


But the newspaper which did much 


to destroy 
the demarcation of the 


great and les=er newspapers, was the 
Kokumin Shimbun, which was first 
published in 1S90. It went a middle 
course between the great and lesser 
newspapers. It published serious dis- 
courses of politics as well as light 
literature for entertainment 
It pub- 


lished articles relating to literature, 
religion, social questions, fine arts, 
industries, education and other ques- 
tions, which had been rigidly ignored 
by Japanese newspaper men until that 
time. 


The general cone of Japanese news- 


papers alsio began to assume a differ- 
ent color. Until that time, the lead- 
ins- artirlfp w^ro lo^g c?sn}'s. 
Xovr 


they became shorter, 
characterized 


with light touches. 


The real progress of Japanese news- 


papers was made by the China-Japan 
war of 1894-6, when the circulation 
of all newspapers increased by leaps 
and bounds. 
At the same time the 


newspapers began to assume an in- 
ternational character, publishing tele- 
grams from foreign capitals abund- 
antly and showing keen interest in the 
current events of the world. The war 
of 1894-5 was really epoch-making in 
the newspaperdom of Japan. 
Until 


that time, newspapers were mostly or- 
gans of one party or another, and 
contented with being mouthpieces pf 
others. 
Journalism was a 
hobby- 


work by the men wb>> had already 
made their career in some other walks 
of life, and was regarded as a step- 
r-ing-stOTie by the your.g men who 
had still to carve out their own 
career. The public refused to recog- 
nize the value of newspapers as news- 
papers only. Neither had Journalists 
social recognition as Journalists only.

Both roads are in excellent shape. The 
best time and easiest grades are found 
on the road via the Pacific highway 
and "Williams and this road also has 
the advantage for Oakland people on 
account of having but the one ferry. 
Th» r>on«!t- ronr) howpvpr 1«< well worth 
vhile from a scenic standpoint and is 
also In fine shape. The Pieta Toll 
road is in good shape as usual. 
In taking this trip an early morning 
start should be made and the best 
route for Oakland people to follow is" 
via the Richmond and San Rafael 
ferry boat to Pt San Quentm where a 
short drive_ connects them with the 
map at San Rafael—this not only 
shortens the trip but also saves the 
double ferry charges incurred on the 
S. F.-Sausalito loop. If lunch is not 
carried in the party It can be secured 
at McCray's just above Cloverdale. 
The balance of the trip offers a pleas- 
ant afternoon's run to Bartlett Springs 
where excellent accommodations can 
be had reasonably. 
The Bartlett 
Springs is ideally located and while 
famous for its mineral waters is also 
well worth while from a scenic stand* 
point 
In leaving Bartlett for the return 
trip via Williams it is advisable that 
an early start be made thereby giving 
motorists amply time to loaf-on the 
way back or if steady driving is done 
it is possible to be back In Oakland 
during the early afternoon of the same 
day-The road conditions both going and 
coming are excellent.

LAW 


With the state highway law which went 


into effect Julv 1, Texas has a new law 
governing traffic on country road's taking 
effect at the same time. It also has 
new laws relating to chauffeurs' licenses, 
compelling garages, repair and paint 
shops to keep in a well bound book regis- 
tration of all repairs, giving the number 
of the license on the car. the number of 
the engine, the character of work done, 
when and how. One law provides that 
when a person Is fined three times in 
succession for the violation of the same 
part of the laws the license shall lie re- 
voked and the convicted will not bf- per- 
mitted to again operate cars or other mo- 
tor vehicle on the hi«rhwnvs of th»> state. 
In the same act it is made a misdemean- 
or for any one to step upon the running 
board or Interfere In any way with a car 
not his property, when such motor vehi- 
cle owner objects.

I never did seo much 


good in stale bread, but I'm always will-

" 'Stale bread makes nn excellent bread 


pudding-,1 he replied with an air of know- 
ing It all. 


"When I got homo 
I looked in tho

a bread pudding. I used tho recipe in the 
Boston Cook Book, It calls for a quart 
or milk which costs ten cents; two eggs, 
five cents; quarter cup of molted butter, 
say five cents; third of a cup of sugar, 
eny three cents; also vanilla extract; also 
one hour's gas. 
For tho sauce I used 


five cents worth of sngai, cornstarch and 
Rome of f-'prlng Valley's expensive fluid. 
.Approximate cost of matting tho bread 
pudding: thirty cents, not counting water 
and gas. 
And how much stalo bread did 


I save? .Tho recipe calls for two cups 
of stale bread crumbs. 
That's about a 


quarter of a loaf. A loof of bread costs 
7% cents; one-fourth of that Is about one 
cent nnd nine mills. 
,So to save ono 


cent and nine mills cost mo thirty cents 
not adding In the cost 01 water and gas. 
I may have been doing my bit, but It 
was an awful 1IU]0 bit,"- -Town Talk.

"There should be a few shelves around 


the garage on which to place oil and 
grease tins, boxes for dusters, cotton 
waste and the many other accessories 
which -wcc—alate so quickly.

cles have hired cars from garages for 
trips through the country. 


Now no cars can be hired except under 


a special license, -which is only Issued 
to a certain class of people whose work 
comes under specified headings. The po- 
lice have organized themselves and made 
many arrests for violations of this rule. 
At times as many as sis barriers of this 
police nature are encountered In 100 
miles. The private motorist Is not com- 
plaining loudly over these restrictions. 


According to reports from the Okla- 


homa oil field, the gasoline production of 
1917 will not be sufficient to last through 
the year, unless radical conservation 
measures are taken. Dr. Burton of the 
Standard Oil Company told members of 
the society of Automobile. Engineers re- 
cently, that as close as could be esti- 
mated, 1917 production would reach 2,600.- 
000,000 gallons, of which American auto- 
mobiles would use 2,000,000,000, leaving 
600,000,000 gallons, for use by military 
trucks, to be exported to the Allies. 


"Th» supply of oil can not be In- 
creased," said Dr. Burton. "Either strict 
measures must be taken by the govern- 
ment or double the amount of valuev ex- 
tracted from the oil." 
Moterists would, undoubtedly, rather see 
the latter alternative followed In con- 
serving the supply, inasmuch as It would 
not mean that motor car mileage would 
have to be curtailed. People are needing 
the use of automobiles nowadays more 
than ever and any restriction would work 
a distinct hardship. 


AIRPLANE SERVICE 


The airplane service is divided into a 


few divisions as follows: 
There are 


planes that go In bombing squadrons, 
namely to Crop bombs on headquarters 
back of the lines. Such planes have to 
fly relatively low and are not of the 
speediest type. Other planes are used 
entirely by photographers who fly rela- 
tively low and are working many hours 
a day. There are others "who do nothing 
but co-operate with the heavy artillery 
signalling to them If they fire Is accu- 
rate and correcting ranges.

Traffic 
Rapidly Increasing 


"WASHINGTON, D. C., July 7.—"Traffic 


in New York State has increased so tre- 
mendously as a result of the connected 
highways improvement that a single road 
will not suffice from Buffalo to New 
York, passing through the center' and 
serving the larger cities," asserts Chair- 
man George C. Diehl of the A. A. A. 
Good Roads Board, who then goes on to 
say that the State highway department 
will have to get busy on its plan much 
sooner than contemplated in providing 
for two continuous routes from Lake Erie 
to Rochester, Syracuse, Utica, Albany 
and the metropolis. ' 


"There are many advantages of a par- 


allel system, particularly at times -nljen 
portions of road are oiled or when recon- 
struction 
makes 
detours 
necessary," 


urges the A. A. A. official, who thus pre- 
sents other road problems: "The time 


speed and loading should he adopted, so 
that all bridges, culverts and highways 
might be designed and constructed in 
such a manner that t*e greatest economy 
and maximum5 of convenience to the trav- 
eling public fwould be effected 


TONNAGE IS HEAVY. 


"Tonnage of commodities and number 


of passengers and o( vehicles are im- 
portant 
elements in determining the 


amount of appropriations and In the gen- 
eral subject of road economics. Cost of 
road improvement expressed in dollars 
per mile* Is ofttlmes misleading. One road 
may carry thousands of tons, -while an- 
other carry but hundreds. One road may 
do no passenger business, -while another 
may be a main avenue over which a 
large part of a business community is 
transported daily. One road may, during 
the outdoor season of the year, be filled 
with pleasure seekers, another road may 
scarcely accommodate any tourists. Some 
roads are used entirely for commercial 
purposes, others entirely by pleasure 
seekers. 
Generally, roads are used both 


ways. 


"Many types of road are affected by 


the alternate freezing and thawing and, 
if subjected to a considerable travel, fthen 


must be constructed more durably and at 
greater cost than would otherwise be 
the case. It Is interesting to note In 
passing that the least expensive roads to 
construct or to maintain and the ones 
which most easily can he kept In almost 
perfect condition are those used exclu- 
sively by tourists. It was the exception 
rather than the rule to design highway 
improvement scientifically, and it is only 
since automobiles have increased so rap- 
idly that the need of more careful and 
possibly more expensive construction is 
so apparent. 


"Among the factors to be taken Into 


consideration are loading, tonnage, speed 
and number of vehicles. A bridge which 
could not carry In excess of five tons of 
concentrated load without danger of fail- 
ure might without any undue strain 
safely carry 100 tons uniformly distrib- 
uteu over uie uoor ana me panels ot uie 
truss sjstem, A road could be designed 
to carry the heaviest artillery and, by a 
proper distribution of weights, subject the 
road to no greater strain than the aver- 
age motor truck seen dally on many of 
the public highways. 


SPEED IS ELEMENT. 


"Speed is an element which should en- 


ter into road design, and it is Important 
also for tlie public safety. Given a max- 
imum rate of speed, the average speed 
can be approximated and the number of 
vehicles which the road can safely carry 
can be computed. 
For instance, If the 


average speed of all vehicles on a high- 
way was twenty miles an hour, then a 
vehicle would pass over 1700 leet in one 
minute, and with an average spacing of 
vehicles of 400 feet, then there would be 
four vehicles a minute*! or 240 per hour, 
or 2400 In a ten-hour day. 


"Again, merely to illustrate and not to 


give exact figures, it might be stated that 
a double width road, that is one with 15 ] 
or 16 feet of road metal, would carry a | 
maximum of say 2500 vehicles a day, I 
passing in either or both directions. When 
that number was exceeded, it would be 
necessary to construct a wider road or to 
establish parallel roads." 


One of the most sought for passenger 


car and truck markets in California is 
the Japanese trade; and according to 
John Troy, president of the Troy Motor 
Sales Company, Nash distributors In Los 
Angeles, the success oft this company in 
securing a goodly share of the Japanese 
business may ibe attributed to the prin- 
ciple of talking to the prospect in his 
own tongue. 


All of the Japanese sales are handled 


.through George Kosugi, a native Japan- 
ese, 
who has led the selling force in 


number of actual sales during the past 
few months 
His field consists mostly 


of the truck gardeners about Los Angeles 
where most of the market gardening is 
conducted by Japanese farmers. 


The Japanese have been quick to grasp 


the economic need for trucks in speeding 


the horse and wagon as unprogressive. 


Kosugi does not specialize on any spe- 


cial unit but sells them all, passenger car 
and truck alike. He has also solved the 
problem of getting In the money, In proof 
of which the Troy Motor Sales Company 
has just sent a picture to the Nash Mo- 
tors Company at Kenosha, Wisconsin, 
showing Kosugi delivering to R. F. Ches- 
ley, cashier, the list price of the Nash 
Quad in gold and silver which he had 
just collected

protects this framework from wear, as 
the tough skin on the ends of the fingers 
protects the bones or delicate nerves.

sharp stone or a piece of glass is suffi- j 
cient to sever or penetrate the entire-j 
thickness of rubber covering on the tire, 
and to extend fhrough to one or two lay- 
ers of canvas. If, under these conditions, 
only the surface is vulcanized 2>ut little 
will be accomplished, "for the supporting 
fabric 
-will be weakened at this point 


through the separation of the one or two 
layers, and a blow-out will eventually 
result." 


A cure in a case like this requires the 


services of an expert tire man, for a new 
section of fabric must be applied and vul- 
canized into place, or the broken ends of 
the cord must be fastened together in a 
manner requiring more or less expert 
work.

For each aviator there 
are approximately five mechanics, who 
keep the different engines and planes In 
commission. 


ONE ON CAR OWNER 


The owner of an automobile who does 


not know the proper size tires with which 
the -wheels should be equipped la Just as 
negligent as the one who never took the 
trouble to ascertain the proper grade of 
oil and grease that is most advisable for 
different uses about the motor. 


This fact was mentioned in connection 


with an incident that happened recently. 
A service man was called to make a, tire 
repair on the road and upon examination 
saw that the tire was beyond the stag* 
of repair. He suggested the purchasa of 
a new tire. The owner said the prlc* 
was too high and named the figure he 
had been accustomed to pay. 


"Why that's the price of a 34x4-lnch 


tire and you should use a larger tire," 
the service man said. 
"I guess I know the size of tires I use."

people of the United States. The sec- 
retary of war shall confer with the 
authorities having in charge the con- 
struction of roads in 
the various 
states.

truck—in fact, the increased demand for 
foodstuffs necessitates the employment of 
motor trucks. 
If, for no other causes, it can be seen 
that there Is present today a shortage 
of future deliveries of pleasure cars and 
motor trucks that will not be fllled, but 
there is still another drain on the motor 
car "factories and that will be the supply- 
ing-'of aeroplane motors. This will strike 
the factories building: the higher grade 
motor cars, inasmuch as they are the 
ones that have the machinery to pro- 
duce those motors.

were for the home, for the family, not 
for the

Can 
you picture Schumann handing hi to 
his publishers 'Dor Nussbaum' in three 
keys, high, medium or low?

The hotel con- 
sumption of the great army staple, 
beef, he declared, was negligible. 


BIG BEEF COXStJMPTIOX. 
"On board the steamers," he said, 


"by federal regulation every man must 
have at least two pounds of beef per 
day. 
In the grading camps, mining- 


•districts, construction crews and the 
'like, the consumption of beef is enor- 
mous. A great deal of this could be 
cut down by the substitution of other 
meats or other foods of just as much 
nourishment and release an astound- 
ing quantity of meat throughout the 
country. The beef that could be saved 
in this way in one day throughout 
the United States would run into mil- 
lions of pounds. 
'In the hotel and restaurant busi- 


ness beef is a small item. It is con- 
sumed mostly in steak form, and this 
year the steak trade has dropped 
down surprisingly. People are eating 
less meat dBd more vegetables and 
fruit than ever before. Beef could 
be cut entirely off a hotel me'nu and 
not bother the guests to any consid- 
erable degree."

Complaints that have been received 


Jjy the city authorities during the last 
two weeks have kept the sanitary In- 
spectors busy in an effort to super- 
vise conditions that threatened to 
seriously affect the health of the com- 
munity. 


Commissioner P. F. Jackson, head 


of the department of public health 
and safety, declared last -week that 
In event the conditions of garbage 
sanitation are not satisfactory to his 
department by tomorrow morning he 
will ask the Council to revoke the 
garbage contract. Representatives of 
,the new company stated to the com- 
missioners that they will not seek 
further probation on their contract 
In event they have not cleaned up 
the city by tomorrow. 


While the number of complaints 
received Friday and yesterday de- 
creased from the four and five hun- 
dred received on previous days, they 
continued to reach the health de- 
partment in numbers. In the mean- 
time there is pending the matter of 
a referendum on the Council resolu- 
tion that awirded the present con- 
' tract 


Attorney George Gelder. represent- 


ing the garbage men, filed notice of 
intention to circulate referendum ne- 
tion which would, according to his 
interpretation of the charter, make it 
possible for the voters to decide upon 
the Question of the contract. Attor- 
ney Gelder stated that the petition 
for a referendum -will be placed in 
circulation Immediately should the 
contract not be revoked by the Coun- 
cil. 
He would take the stand that 


the contract has been violated.

SEEKING a CURE for- 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


SERUM from BLOOD of HORSES May Be PREVENTIVE of CHILD- 


HOOD'S

emerged from that obscurity in 
which, the operations of this 


scourge of childhood have been hid- 
den, medical science has been tire- 
lessly seeking a method to conquer 
the cruel malady that -kills or crip- 
ples Its little victims. Not until after 
an epidemic of poliomyelitis, as this 
disease is medically known, last sum- 
mer ravaged the state and city of 
New York and extended over a great 
part of the United States, did this 
baffling malady universally attract 
the attention of medical scientists 
and cause them to redouble their 
efforts to find a method of prevent- 
ing and curing this disease. 


As a result of experiments that 


during the past year have been con- 
ducted at the research. laboratories 
of- the department of h»plth of New 
York city, to discover a cure for in- 
fantile paralysis, some important re- 
Eults have just been obtained by Dr. 
M. Neustaedter and Dr. E. J. Banz- 
hof. 
They have been studying the 


preventive and curative properties of 
horse eerum, taken from a horse 
which had died after inoculation with 
the germs of Infantile paralysis. The 
eerum wa3 injected Into several 
monkeys -with very favorable results. 


In speaking of the experiments Dr. 


Haven Emerson, health commission- 
er of New York city, said: 


"The experiments thus far made 


with horse serum show that a serum 
has been developed which, in the 
cases used, eeems to have a more 
neutralizing effect upon the disease 
than the human serum. It Is the 
first time that this has been done 
and the results are of the greatest 
Interest to physicians. It may lead 
to very important results in discov- 
ering a remedy, but it will be too early 
to make any predictions until the 
horse serum is used upon human 
beings with the disease. • 


"I can only say that the outlook 


looks promising, although the pres- 
ent experiment with horse serum is 
but the beginning of the effort to find 
an effective cure." 


In reporting the results of thsir 


experiments to the Journal of the 


American Medical Association, L)rs. 
Neustaedter and Banzhof go Into 
minute details concerning their pre- 
paration of filtrates of emulsions of 
cords and brains of children who 
have died of poliomyelitis and the 
methods of injecting into a horse 
and finally of their experiments 
upon monkeys with the horse serum 
obtained. 


The first of the experiments told of 


in this report took place last Decem- 
ber, when a monkey was injected 
with an "eighth generation monkey 
virus" of the disease and at the same 
time received its first injection of the 
serum. 


After detaling the symptoms of 


the monkey for about two weeks the 
experimenters tell of the signs of 
recovery shown by the animal, two 
wrecks later, auu OL iU uomyieLe re- 
covery within a month. 


Dr. Neustaedter made his serum by 


making an emulsion of the brain and 
spinal cord of a human victim of the 
disease, which, after filtration and 
the addition of trypsin, was injected 
into a horse at intervals.. After five 
injections, which apparently had no 
effect on the health of the horse, a 
serum .-was derived from his blood 
and was used on eight monkeys that 
were, apparently, in perfect heaith. 


Five of these animals -were sub- 


jected to neutralization experiments. 
That is, the serum was mixed In a 
test tube with poliomyelitis virus and 
the mixture -was injected Into the 
monkeys. 


Three showed no ill effects of any 


kind and are still'in the finest physi- 
cal condition weeks after the experi- 
ment. 
One monkey remained well 


for six days but then became blind 
and showed other signs of physical 
distress. 
He recovered from every- 


thing except the blindness. He was 
chloroformed and an autopsy per- 
formed. It was found that apparent- 
ly not poliomyelitis but another affec- 
tion had caused the blindness. The 
fifth monkey died, but the autopsy 
disclosed no signs that death had

A Few FACTS About the WORLD'S MONEY 
S 


TUDENTS of finance remind us 
that gold Is the only form of In- 
ternational money that Is uni- 


versally accepted, in fact, that gold, 
In the last analysis, is the only com- 
modity that passes freely as real 
money. All other forms of money 
derive their acceptability as a medi- 
um of exchange from the fact that 
they are believed to be exchangable 
into gold at some rate, through some 
process or other. The solid estab- 
lishment of confidence makes possi- 
ble the use of money symbols which 
In their own face value are worth 
little or nothing. Thus, imbued with 
this confidence, fflany of us pass 
through our whore lives, receiving 
and giving the more convenient money 
symbol, never using the actual gold. 


In addition to being the only medi- 


um of exchange that passes current 
through the civilized world by reason 
of its intrinsic value, gold Is a stan- 
dard of value that serves as a basis 
tor our structure of credit. In the 
United States the basis of gold upon 
•which rests our hanking credit is 
only about 6?i per cent of the vol- 
ume of the credit. It has been esti- 
tn?.tpd that t^o g^nirj held by various 
hanks of the country and the Federal 
Reserve Banks combined is in the 
neighborhood of only $1,900,000,000. 
The gold in actual circulation is but 
a quarter of this. Upon this basis; 
rests a volume of deposits and other 
credits amounting to over $28,000,- 
000,000- In some foreign countries 
the proportion of banking credit to 
the gold is greater; in others it is less. 


Some idea of the magnitude of the 


government's $7,000,000,000 -war loan 
can be gained when one is given to 
understand that there is little over 
15 per cent, of this amount of gold in 
circulation in ibis country. Indeed, 
the stock of gold in the whole world 
has been estimated at $£,500.000,000, 
only $1,500,000.000 in excess of the

leads the world. Its annual output 
amounts to over $175,000,000 com- 
pared with the production of the 
United States, which stands a poor 
second as a competitor, amounting to 
$95,000,000. 


The gold holdings of the leading 


nations of the world have been seri- 
ously affected by the greatwar. Great 
Britain holds an amount 35 per cent, 
below normal, France is 14 per cent, 
below normal, Austria 49 per cent, 
below normal and Germany 2 per 
cent below normal, while the United 
States stands 49 per cent, above nor- 
mal, Japan 38 per cent, above nor- 
mal, Spain 96 per cent, above normal 
and the Netherlands 200 per cent 
above their normal holdings. 


The money in circulation in the 


United States per capita has steadily 
increased every year. In 1850 it was 
but ?12.02; in 1860 it increased to 
513.S5; in 1870 to $17.50; in 1880 to 
$19.41; in 1890 to $22.82; in 1900 to 
$26.94; in 1908 to $34.81, and today 
It Is estimated to be over 840. 


Domestic coinage in the United 


States for the fiscal year 1916 
amounted to $37,209,062. This was 
represented 
!>y 154,523,524 pieces, 


enough to supply one piece to every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States, its possessions, and in Great 
Britain and Ireland. 
Bight tons of 


copper were used in alloying the gold. 


The United States has the distinc- 


tion of coining the gold piece having 
the greatest intrinsic value of any 
In the world. This is the ?20 double- 
eagle. Three coins of other countries 
rank close to this in comparative 
worth. These are the Argentine 20- 
peso piece, worth $19.94; the Colom- 
bian 20-peso piece, worth $19.30, and 
the French 100-franc pieces, whose 
value is $19.30. The double-eagle is 
not only intrinsically the most valua- 
ble, but is likewise the heaviest gold 
piece, weighing 33.456 grammes. The 
lightest precious metal coin is the 
five-cent piece of the Netherlands, 
weighing but 0.6S5 grammes. 
One 


would have to carry nearly 50 of 
these to equal the weight of one 
double-eagle. 


many investigators. 
So far as 


can discover no one has reported 
the discovery of a horse serum that 
will either neutralize the virus in 
vitro or protect an animal agaiastthe 
virus of poliomyelitis. Dr. SimonFlex- 
ner, who was the first to attempt to 
produce an immune horse serum, re- 
ports: 


" 'It has, for instance, been found 


that the horse does not readily re- 
spond even to large injections of fil- 
trates carrying the active vims with 
tne development of immunity princi- 
ples within the blood. It is true that 
our experiments are restricted for 
the present to a single horse, the 
bloojl serum of which, after many 
months of treatment,had no restrain- 
ing effect on the virus either in vitro 
or within the body.' 


"The five neutralization experi- 


ments were positive without excep- 
tion. 
The 
serum 
protected one 


monkey completely against a rather 
slowly acting ,virus« of the eighth 
generation, originally recovered from 
a human patient The experiment in 
monkey 6 was rather severe, since 
two and one-half fatal ^doses of a 
most virulent virus were injected 
and the treatment with the serum 
was begun 4S hours after inocula- 
tion, when a paresis was already evi- 
dent, and the case terminated as a 
bulbar one. The 
experiment in 


monkey S was perhaps less severe, 
but although the time of the paraly- 
sis was delayed by two day a over the 
control, which was somewhat immu- 
nized some months previously, the 
experiment was 
a. negative one. 


"On account of the scarcity of mon- 


keys we could not make as many ex- 
periments as we would wish to, so 
we report the facts without drawing 
any conclusions. We feel, however, 
that we are justified in using the 
serum in numan cases, especially 
when human serum is unobtainable."

TATEMENTS made in the Bible

the Rev. J Allen Yiney. an Ohio pas- 
tor, once Announced that he proved 
to his own satisfaction at least, that 
heaven actually has a temperature 
of 826 degrees. He based his as- 
sertion on various texts taken from 
the words of the prophet Isaiah and 
from the Songs of Solomon. 


"Prevailing high summer tempera- 


ture," said the Rev. Viney, in. explain- 
ing his theory, "is suggestive and 
forces upon the mind the question 
•whether there is a temperature in 
heaven, and at what degree, for its 
uniformity is admitted, is that tem- 
perature fixed? 


"For a scriptural basis take Isaiah 


xxx., 26: 'Moreover, the light of the 
moon shall be as the light of the 
sun, and the light of the sun shall 
be seven-fold, as the light of seven 
days, in the day that the Lord bind- 
eth-up thfe breach of His people and 
healeth the stroke of their wound."

order to be faithful, must allow the 
fullest 
scope 
to the 
conditions 


named, nor must the truth be limit- 
ed, side-tracked or exnlaitied B-WPLV 
by concealing it -within whatever fig-

We are driven to a literal 
interpretation of the text to deter- 
mine the degree of light allotted to 
ffeaven.

"Under the most favorable condi- 


tions 
the thermometer has beea 


known to register 118 degrees in the 
sun. Seven times this number gives 
826 degrees, which, with its corre- 


ness, brings us approximately to 
the knowledge of the ineffable glory 
•and temperature of heaven." 


Do YOU KNOW What a "HUNCH" Is? 
W 


HEN a man expresses a belief, 
or makes a prediction, without 
being able to give reasons 


for it, he is said to have what is 
popularly known as a "hunch," which 
science explains in this way: 


Every expert accumulates by ex- 


perience a vast store of knowledge 
that is not consciously arranged and 
systematized. This knowledge, re- 
maining subconscious, may assure 
him that something is true or that 
something is about to happen, al- 
though he does not know why—hence 
the "hunch." The moral seems to be 
that a '"hunch" is worth regarding 
when its owner has wide expert 
knowledge, even if he is unable to 
connect it consciously with that 
knowledge, one authority explains. 


"There is a market-letter writer in 


Wall street," says a writer in the 
Engineering and Mining Journal, 
"who frankly admits that he judges 
the course of the market not by rea- 
son, but hy intuition.

"Break the shells of 1000 eggs into 


a huge pan or basin and you have in- 
gredients from which to form a man 
from his toe nails to the most deli- 
cate tissues of his brain." 


According to the range of values 


listed in the workaday world a man 
is worth about $2.50 a day from his 
shoulders d6wn and anywhere from 
$50,000 to Sl.000.000 a year from his 
shoulders up. This may be said to 
be the estimate of the average suc- 
cessful business man. 


The scientist, however, looks at 


the question from another angle. Ac- 
cording to him a man is worth $2.45 
for illuminating purposes, since a 


man weighing 150 pounds contains 
about 3500 cubic feet of oxygen, hy- 
drogen and nitrogen in his consti- 
tution, which at 70 cents per lOoo 
cubic feet equals the price above. 


A chemical analysis of the human

She began at St. Dunstan's, Lon-

visionless men who came back from 
the first days of the high explosive 
Bhell warfare. 


Ti.cn 2.11 of a sudden it uawned 


upon the victims of the struggle

of hope and encouragement to 
the poor fellows from across the 
channel. She helped, not only 
to nurse the blind, hut to teach them 
how to use the.remaining senses to 
the best possible end, and so she be- 
came secretary of Winifred Holt's 
Immensely, valuable organization for 
the relief of the blind.

A noticeable feature of many new 


knit sweaters is the purl band appear- 
ing either at the bottom of the sweater, 
as in the brown model, or forming a 
fitted belt or girdle in many models 
known as hour-glass sweaters. 
The 


brown slip-over' model is of angora 
wool, fashioned in a stitch that resem- 
bles some of the old-time sweaters. 


One example of the hour-glass 


sweater is given in the green silk model. 
Besides giving the new silhouette to the 
figure of its wearer, it has the distinc- 
tion of being collarless, thus making it 
possible for one to use one's blouse 
collar to add a pleasing color contrast.

IF proof were needed that 


we have learned a few 
hard lessons in scientific 
utility from Germany, 
the manner in -which the 
universities have turned 
their energies to war ac- 
count should suffice. 


It has taken an impending draft, 


the Bight of khaki and olive drab, a 
Liberty Loan and a Red Cross drive 
to bring the emotional forces ot the 
sidewalk* to a":' '::rd cf shivering 
pitch over the world's most terrible 
adventure. Before the sidewalk brain 
Is ignited into flaming comprehension 
lists of classified American dead will 
hav^ tr> ^t—j-'-n 


But the um\ersities have already 
mobilized. 


From the very beginning the faculty 


at Berkeley took the deepest kind of 
interest in the war. They heard the 
eventual detonations of 
the bomb 


thrown by a Serbian student at an 
Austrian archduke and they began to 
talk vividly. 
Where the remotest 


roots of the struggle clung and where 
the growth would reach, the charac- 
teristics ol all the peoples involved 
and their national possessions—these 
things and a multitude of others re- 
lated to them were daily threshed out 
verbally from the ramparts of scho- 
lastic 
understanding:. 
They were 


threshed out with so persistent and 
BO fiery a completeness that men to 
whom the whole affair was simply a 
stupid, sorry mess across the water, 
ceased spending so much time at the 
faculty clubhouse 


"War talk assailed the ears more 


frequently 
and 
passionately there 


than anywhere else they went. Mean- 
while in Eastern universities several 
noted Teuton professors who had ex- 
ercised 
a 
profound 
influence on 


American thought began to be looked 
upon with less enthusiasm. Hugo 
Munsterbers was a species of storm 
center. 


Professors here gave countless spe- 


cial lectures on the conflict and for- 
mer conflicts dwarfed by this one. 
They gave night lectures in 
the 


churches and halls of near-by towns 
and they gave day lectures in class- 
rooms. 
Men connected with both 


California and Stanford universities 
went over to study the face of Europe 
scarred by fire • and chemicals. Sev- 
eral took conspicuous part in the re- 
lief work for Belgium. These were 
among the first Americans on this 
side to go. They were the forerunners 
of the American ambulance and the 
American troops now playing baseball 
on the other side. When they came 
back they described the horrors, the 
deprivation they had witnessed, and 
so inspired the giving of money to 
Belgium, to Serbian and Armenian 
relief. 


"War had so reduced the distance 


around the world that "somewhere in 
France" could never again to any but 
the lamest imagination be much far- 
ther than just around the corner.

Just as thp submarine blockade 


forced the declaration of America's 
participation the university began put- 
-ting Into effect the ideas it had 
evolved for turning its forces to the 
best account- in the emergency. It 
was just about the same moment of 
our recent history when millions of 
temporarily befuddled, wildly alarmed 
people were having visions of all-their 
educational -buildings tur-ned into hos- 
pitals, military mess halls, Red Cross 
sewing rooms scattered 
with lint, 


munitions factories. 


That was when many of us had a

That was foregone when he ac- 
cepted the appointment as Lieti- 


tenant-Go\ernor.- It has come to me hidhvctly from 
one who is said to be very close to liolph that he will 
not be a candidate. He is reported to have made so 
much money, and to be making so much, that the gov- 
ernorship fails to lure. lie has bought a shipyard up 
at Fairhaven. Huiiiboldt county, with which he is very 
much taken, and not at all disconcerted over the propo- 
sition of The natives to change its name to Rolph. On 
the other -hand, it doesn't lake an extraordinarily acute 
person to conclude that his every official action squints 
almost unerringly toward the governorship. If he is 
indifferent in that direction, and doesn't intend to run. 
there are certainly some observers who cannot read 
signs aright. The same uncertainty exists as to Ileney. 
You can hear opinions delivered with great positive- 
ness to the effect .that he will be the Democratic candi- 
date. HP i« noir in Washington, bashing in the adiain- 
istration limelight. lie has a fine job as a special pros- 
ecutor. 
He is reputed to be well thought of by the 


President. He is said by some to be the only Democrat 
who can carry the State. On the other hand, it is ex- 
plained that he has not the financial status of a 
capitalist, with no angel as yet in sight making 
motions like placing a bank account at his disposal 
equal to a gubernatorial campaign. And it is under- 
stood that an effective campaign would require a roll 
of dimensions. Also it is represented that leading orth- 
odox Democrats shy at Heney as a candidate for gover- 
nor. One of their fears is that he might possibly suc- 
ceed. Success in the gubernatorial campaign would 
make him a formidable candidate for Senator two years 
later. And it would be certain to make him a some- 
what uncomfortable personage within hfs party. So it 
is impossible at this time to tell how the fight is going 
to be next year, or who is to be on the firing line. 
Californians to Help Hoover 


Last week I mentioned the large part that Califor- 


nians are playing in the new bureau of food conserva- 
tion. Commissioner Hoover is calling to his assistance 
men from this State of whose ability to a^ist in Me 
great work he has practical knowledge. I did not name 
them- all last \v_eek. In addition to the list is to be put 
down G. Harold Powell. He is the manager of a Cali- 
fornia fruit company that is said to be the best- 
managed of any in the State. Another who has been 
summoned is Ed Chambers, a vice-president of 'the 
Santa Fe. President Jvipley consenting to his going. 
Duncan McDuffie. real estate man, well-known about 
San Francisco bay, has also been summoned, and Rob- 
ert Newton Lynch, who has had so much to do with the 
Chamber of Commerce's successes, has gone on in re- 
sponse to Mr. Hoover's suggestion, though whether his 
sojourn is to be permanent cannot yet be said. Samuel 
H. Greene, president of the Western Creameries Com- 
pany, has been choseu by the dairy interests to serve in 
their behalf. All these are men with very important 
and successful affairs of their own, which they have 
instantly left upon being asked to assist in the great 
national work of conserving the food supply in this 
emergency that involves the country's •welfare. 
Shortage of Farm Help 


The State Council of Defense has been minimizing 


the labor shortage, but now it is announced that it will 
lend a hand in supplying a deficiency that can no longer 
be denied. A university professor will ha\e charge. 
The farmers have organized a state body for the same 
purpose, and represeutatne horticulturists and viticul- 
turists of Fresno. Tulare, Madera and Kings counties

know they are short some 3000 hands, and have ar- 
ranged a fund of S140.000 which they will draw upon 
to supply the same. George Roeding estimates that this 
section la^t year lost three millions through not being 
able to secure sufficient help to take off and properly 
conserve the entire crop of raisins. In the light of this 
revelation it is seen how well such a fund can be af- 
forded this year, and especially us the prospect for a 
greater crop is so good. They look toward Mexico for 
their help, and there is talk of chartering a steamer 
and fetching it up in a bod\. Their arc certain ob- 
stacles in the way of that procedu'-e, which relate most- 
ly to the importation of labor, that will luue. to be over- 
come before such an enterprise can be carried out. One 
embarrassment tliose behind this project are meeting 
with is the bitter opposition of some of thorn to organ- 
ized labor. Organized labor is always opposed to feidi- 
ing in contract labor, and i-- in a way to harass anv 
effort such as is pr»povd to supply the shortage «>f 
farm help in Cnlifoinia. 
California Cotton 


It is not generally known. perhaps. to \\hat maimi 


aide the growing of cott<m in California has attained. 
Bui the jiroWfi.- <In\vn in Imperial are e.\j»eri(;nci:ig a 
shortage of help, along wi.h fink men. and have raised 
-?4U.UUU to suppiy it. The\ will need about 1000 hands. 
They are looking toward Mexico, also, but they are not 
figuring on ships for transportation. Located on the 
border, the question of transportation is not an embar- 
rassing one. Cotton grower.-* as well as fruit growers 
bear testimony to the efficiency of Mexicans in field 


work. They seem to be docile and willing, besides be- 
ing strong and capable, and are not given to jumping 
their job*. An attempt is to be made to co-ordinate all 
efforts to supply help, and systematically handle it 
over the State to the greatest advantage. This is the 
first year the subject has been even discussed. 
Here- 


tofore it has been a happy-go-lucky game, w which one 
county, or community, has fora\ed upon another and 
enticed away its h< 
jlp.

A Commercial Puzzle 


Commercial circles have been greatly interested in 


the arrival here during the week of a cargo of 10G.OOO 
bags of Brazilian coffee, which was then trans-shipped 
across the continent by fast freight. It is believed to 
be intended for the American expeditionary forces, as 
there appeared to be a hurry-up tag with the order. 
The interest resides in the fact that a Brazilian ship- 
ment for Zs 
Tew York should come to this port through 


the Panama canal. It could have reached its destina- 
tion direct by an all-water cauriage without breaking 
bulk, not to consider avoiding the canal tolls. That it 
is a government shipment must be concluded, for a- 
private shipment would not have been sent that way. 
Many theories have been advanced for the unusual and 
round-about route that the shipment took. It was 
brought by the steamer Thor. and a shortage of vessels 
tauuot be the answer, as the Thor could have run into 
thu Atlantic port in less time than she consumed in 
mating San Francisco. The value of the cargo is given 
as §295,000, which doesn't seern to be excessive for 
106,000 bags of coffee. 
Harbor Commissioner Arlett 111 


Although Harbor Commissioner Ai-lett is a husky 


sort of a man, having been a football player of stamina 
in the times when it was no gentle game; and although 
he is noted for his abstemious habits and general fine 
physique, his new duties as president of the Harbor 
Board have apparently proved too much for him, and 
he has experienced a nervous collapse. Like most strong 
men. he thought he could defy the illness, and returned 
to his office too soon. Isow he has gone away for a period 
aud is not expected to return until recovery is complete. 
Arlett jumped into the berth at a time when, it is ex- 
plained, "there was a good deal of adjusting." Just at 
that time Governor Johnson was becoming a senator. 
The sudden replacing of Commissioner Dwyer was prob- 
ably a matter of more or less political travail. There

were powerful. There was the controversy over the 
extension of the belt line out to the Presidio, in which 
Arlert's predecessor was concerned and essayed to 
hold up the effort; generally there was much to con- 
sider, and .probably some things fo be annoyed over. 
Altogether it proved too much for a man who takes 
his duties in dead seriousness and has a conscientious 
intent to make good. It is testimony to Commissioner 
Arlett's cnmiipresent habits that he is very consider- 
ably missed, not only in his domain on the Harbor 
Commission but generally on rhe v.-itei-froiit. 
Transportation Center Changes 


The Flood building at Market and Powell is losing 


its character as a railroad office center. For several 
years Market street and Powell street stores in this 
building were almost entirely given up to ticket offices 
of the big lines, while the upper floors were devoted 
to the general offices of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 
The Southern Pacific leased the entire build- 


ing aud sub-leased to other tenants. As is well known, 
this company will soon move, and in anticipation of 
this all the oilier offices have been moved. The Rock 
Island. Illinois Central, New York Central and Erie 
offices were moved about a year ago. The Chicago & 
Northwestern, Chicago. Milwaukee & St. Paul. Union 
Pacilic. Peniisyhania ami Sunset Route offices lmv<; 
been more recently moved. The oulv one to remain in 
the old location is the uptown ticket office of the South- 
ern Pacific. It is understood that this company will not 
maintain an office so far uptown when its new build- 
ing shall be occupied. Its ticket office in the Palace 
Hotel will be relied upon for tin- transaction of it* 
passenger business in the city. The character of ten- 
ants in the Flood building h to undergo a radical 
transformation. 
The railroad transportation center 


is now on the south side of Market, between Second 
and Third. There is to bo no ticket office in the new 
Southern Pacilic building—at least that is the plan 
at present.

New Law Against Scalping 


The new nnti-scalping law goes into effect on the 


_7th of this mouth, and it will make some difference 


in the traffic in scalped railroad tickets. Heretofore 
there has been nothing to stop the practice except de- 
tection of the irregular method by which tickets get 
into the hands of the persons offering them for iran-<- 
poruitioii. Then they are subject to cancellation and 
the purchaser merely ]<v«x his investment and has to 
pay the regular fare. T'ut under the new law offcijn^ 
a scalped ticket is a misdemeanor, and the scalper is 
likely to be greatly hampered in his operations, while 
the person vi ho patronizes him v.-i'l think twice bofor« 
he economizes in a manner that may result in arrest 
and a fine. 
Railroad men are reiving on this law to 


k a wrongful use of commuter tickets that thev 


have recently discovered. It has been the custom for 
a year ur two for men to buy monthly tickets in quan- 
tity and let them out to newsboys. These would sell 
a ticket and a newspaper for 10 cents. 
The ticket 


would be detached and turned over to the customer, 
who found the transaction all right unless the gate- 
keeper required him to show his book, and then he 
was only required to pay his fare over again. Under 
the new law one who is detected in thus presenting a 
ticket, is liable to arrest. In this ticket trafficking 
one man was found to have made enough within a 
year or two to build a house. He bought every month 
•>nn oy '.v."rr.

sold them on routes away from the ferry vicinage. The 
purchasers were generally persons who made one or 
two ferry trips ft week—not enough to justify the-pur- 
chase of a monthly book. It was a long time before 
the railroad officials dropped on the scheme, as there 
was no direct discrepancy in receipts as compared 
with the sale of monthly books, and they have no way 
of ascertaining the amount the company has been 
defrauded of. When they did unearth the scheme 
they had no way of combatting it except to keep de- 
tectives at the gates, and require every one passing 
through who was not known to be a regular commuter 
and who presented a detached ticket to show his book. 
The new law makes it a misdemeanor to sell "'any 
ticket, pass, scrip, mileage or commutation book, cou- 
pon or other instrument for passage on a common 
carrier for the use of auy person not entitled to use 
the same according to the terms thereof." 
British Submarines in Fort 


The appearance of two British submarines in the 


harbor was one of the events of the week. They came 
unheralded and departed without ceremony. 
After 


the manner of such comings and goings under the 
present plan of subduing such news, little was made 
of their presence. The question was not emphatically 
raised as to whence or whither. 
A good many are 


discussing the matter, however. As there are no 
enemy ships in the Pacific, their presence has been 
linked with the federal indictments that were returned 
during the week iu such wholesale numbers. 
There 


is a rumor that the enterprises involved in the activi- 
ties for which a number of these indictments were -re- 
turned had to do with establishing a supply base 
on one of the Gallipagos islands, and that quantities 
of supplies were landed there from ships that cleared 
from San Francisco under false representations. The 
enemy ships that were to be revictualed and generally 
restocked have all been swept from the Pacific, but

Films Stir Patriotism 


In one of the theaters is a film of the landing of 


General Pershing's troops in France. It may be the 
identical exhibit that resulted in censure for the Amer- 
ican Board of Censors, in their having prematurely 
made public the news of the force's safe arrival. 
But it is serving to evoke a great deal of patriotic 
expression UOAV. 
There is generally a big crowd in 


attendance, and the enthusiasm created and cheers 
rendered when the pictures of the troops coming off 
the transport is thrown upon-the screen is apparently 
but an echo of those of the welcoming hosts, who cau 
be seen but not heard. All pictures and accounts of 
our soldiers on foreign soil serve to arouse the pa- 
triotic feeling, and are doing more^to fire young Ameri- 
cans' hearts and cause them to enlist than any other 
one thing. I had a tolerably exalted idea of the deep 
national patriotism of the people, but until I wit- 
nessed the enthusiasm over the films of our soldiers 
in France I had not gauged it to its proper depth 
aud breadth. 
Consternation Among the Indicted 


iUere is genuine consternation among those who 


have been recently indicted by the federal grand jury. 
iS'ot the Germans who had been indicted on other 
counts, and who already had been arrested or interned, 
but some Americans who had been thinking that in 
their unneutral acts they were merely doing a neat 
stroke of business. Up to a comparative recent time 
they had an idea that the affair would blow over. But 
with the entrance of the United States into the war 
they realized that all such matters were likely to be- 
come serious. The offense not only takes on a more 
troublesome aspect now. but public sentiment is much 
more uncompromising than it was. The country is 
worked up by the enemy methods, especially the wide- 
spread activity of spies, and anybody who may come 
up for trial while this feeling prevails for performing 
unneutra! acts, is not likely to be saved through sym- 
pathy. Jim Smith's fate is remembered. His offense, 
as charged, was merely false weighing of coal. 
The 


charges in the later indictment are far more serious. 
As to 'be coal indictments the public was indifferent.

The jitney men have been disconcerted by a rumor 


that Andrew Gallagher is not going to run again for 
supervisor. They regard him as their particular c3ianv 
pion, and were already devising methods to further 
his campaign.

it is. Gallagher sells them "gas" at a cent less on 
'the gallon than the regular price, and he looks out for 
them in other ways. Induced by the street railway in- 
lerpsts — as claimed by the drivers— the bonding con- 
cern which at first undertook to provide their indem- 
nity all at once threw up the contract, leaving them 
very much in the lurch. 
They represent that Gal- 


lagher came to the rescue and was the means of or- 
ganizing a new bonding company, of which the jitney 
men themselves own a large block of stock. But very 
likely the jitney men are unnecessarily alarmed about 
Gallagher not being a candidate. Those in a position to 
know say there is little doubt that he will run. Mission 
street is not smoothly paved. If it had a-modern pave- 
vent it would be a fine jitney thoroughfare during 
those hours when the jitneys are barred from Market 
street. It would also take a good deal of traffic off 
Market at all hours. Tuesday a resolution was passed 
to print to repave it with wooden blocks as far as 
Fourth street. This may be considered the first unit, 
and that ultimately the work will be extended. Belgian 
blocks are particularly grateful to automobiles, and 
there is some smiling over this fact in connection with 
the intent to make Mission a jitney thoroughfare. 
Some friend of the jitneys was evidently busy. The 
proposition is for the city to stand f 30,000 of the ex- 
pense, the jitney men to contribute ?5000, and mer- 
chants and interested property owners to stand by 
with $10,000 more.

Well, it is rather sensibly proposed to make this com- 
pany a nucleus for an artillery company in each 'of 
ihe eleven congressional disti-icis, and to that end 
Mullally has sought and been furnished the names of 
four citizens in each district who will be likofv to 
interest themselves in srich a project. The organiza- 
tions will be officered from the Mullally contingent.

Manure will greatly improve land. 


If well-rotted manure tfl not available, 
1t may bo advisable to uso a com- 
plete chemical fortlllzor.

nitrogen, 8 per cent phosphoric acid, 
1 to 2 per cent potash.

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WAR AFTER WAR" IN BOOK WORLD 


WAGE NEW FRAY 


French and Germans Will 


Struggle for Control of the 
Publishing Situ at ion; 


!' Many Angles outlined in 


Report of Head of Firm. 


"The War After the War" will bo 


in the book world as well as in the 
world of commerce. This Is not to bo 
a battle of authors—thoy will bo as 
tho privates in tho ranks, who are shot 
at without a chance of seeing an 
enemy ,to shoot back at—tho heavy 
artillery of those who publish books 
will bo the weapon in this new con- 
flict. It will change the literary map, 
just as the great war In Europe is now 
changing the continent's map. 


French publishers aro now organ- 


ising their force.") for the attack on 
LolpHle, tho object being to wrest from 
the Gorman city tho pre-eminence In 
tho field of the publisher. The de- 
tails of the battlo to be are told tn 
tho preliminary plans outlined by M. 
Loul.q Hachottc, who laid his idea bo- 
fore a "book congreHs" composed of 
French publishers of books, pictures 
and engraving, and tho figures ho has 
adduced show tho possibilities as ho 
sees and conceives them. 


He writes: 
"To many of us Frenchmen In tho 


world of books tho colossal image ol 
LeipKlr, tho formidable citadel of Gor- 
man editions, had become during tho 
past tovr years a veritable obsession. 
Nevertheless, If one looks carefully at 
tho state of affairs, one must asK 
whether this liogcmony so proudly 
ai rotated to herself by tho haughty 
merchant Pity should bo kept, or, If 
she indeed possesses it, whether it can 
be wrested from her. Is Lelpsic in- 
deed the capital of books? 


"She certainly is and will be for 


Germany and all land?! where tho Ger- 
man language is spoken. 
Loipslc's 


power extends beyond tho frontiers ot 
the empire, to Scandinavia, to Russia 
—where more thun one and a half 
million people speak German—to Ger- 
man Switzerland, 


"This prh liege Loipslc owe-s above 


all else to her geographical position, 
Railways, rullwajs, still more railways, 
converge there and radiate from there. 
Since sho dethroned Frankfort, former 
capital city of tho German book, all 
tho countries of Northern Europe liavo 
been compelled to turn to her jobbers, 
commissioned by tho publishers of 
Germany to group together all that Is 
printed across the Rhino and aJl tho 
French and English books that enter 
•the German empire. 


HAS IUG ADVANTAGE. 


"Across the ocean, moreover, Lelpsic 


has tho advantage of possessing1 a 
stionj; clientele of Germans of North 
America, children of tho two million 
Germans who left homo after 1870— 
•who, according to the census of 1910, 
totaled nine millions—as well as Ger- 
mans of tho Argentine and of Brazil, 
veritable German colonies, fashioning 
themselves on tho model of Berlin."

rnny pay In full with darcdeviltry; and, 
more than that, It you aco in. Boyce's 
suicide self-imposed retribution for a 
suicide ho has Inspired—if, we say, 
these things can bo reconciled, then 
Is Leonard of hero-stuff. 


Major Mei odyth tolls the story for 


Lo< ko and the peppery major seems 
forever to bo finding an excuse lor 
Boyco. Perh ips It Is done for Betty's 
sake, to justify her lovo for tho follow. 
Yet oven Muredyth Is forced to ex- 
claim. In the lost 'pages of a splendid 
no\ol: "I an< not hia judge. Whether 
his act was the supremo amend, tho 
supremo act of courage or the su-

Lot tho m.ijor be your hero, then, 


and you'll find not a whit of anything 
but literary |oy In -this "romance of 
waitimo but riot of war." 


QTJAIN'l1 BACKGROUND. 


It is tho oft-painted English village 


that Locko uses as his background. 
His retired irmy officer, who tells 
the talo, is a i much. oC a Tory as re- 
tire J army officers usually aro In Eng- 
lish novels, and his temper as peppery. 
Ho has, howrvcr, amplo physical and 
psychological causa for his occasional 
sharpness of tongue, as a shell had 
disabled him In tho Boer war, giving 
him "gollywo,'," legs and confining him 
to his •wheel chair through all the 
yeais of his manhood's prime. 
But 


"g-ollywog" legs make him a sort of 
father confcs- or to most of the peoplo 
of tho little (own, and thus it is-that 
ho learns that many others have 
"gollywog" hearts or souls or minds. 
Ho bears ho<. own trouble gallantly, 
with occasional explosions of temper 
as a sort of s ifoty valvo for his inner 
revolt, and resigns himself to making 
otiu-rs see things rlg"ht. His love and, 
sympathy 
fop his 
friends 
readily 


awaken in tho reader a warm affec- 
tion for tho man, and while the happi- 
ness that finnlly comes to the major 
Is not in accord with tho traditions 
of 
fiction, inasmuch as it links a 


young, 
beautiful 
and 
high-souled 


woman with on old cripple, tho reader 
novi rtheless rejoices that it turns out 
so—a tribute to the author's skill in 
maMng derelicts lovable. 


The major, although so prominent 


in tho story, is not really tho hero. 
Thau role is carried 
by Leonard 


GBioyoe, whom i ho author skillfully por- 
tray i as a splendid physical creature, 
big, handsome, strong and magnetic. 
Crippled Major Merodyth feels toward 
him aversion, despite his good looks 


and strong personality, and suspects 
him, notwithstanding feats of daring 
with which army circles are busy, of 
being a coward. An ugly rumor, re- 
gaidlng a dastiirdly act in South 
Africa, has come to the major's ears. 
Despite denial and exploits at the 
front In Paris, which apparently prove 
the rumor untrue, doubt and sus- 
picion will not be allayed in the 
major's heart, and presently it Is re- 
vealed to tho reader that fear is the 
motive power bohind tho tale, the 
force which has exerted such tremen- 
dous pressuio upon tho lives and for- 
tunes oC so many. Boyce talks about 
fear most interestingly, but Is really 
discussing his own case while pretend- 
Ing to relate tho experience of another. 
It is in his own •vindication that he 
propounds his psychological analysis: 
"It's as much a lit, say, as epilepsy," 


FJEAIt IS KEYNOTE. 


Fear had set the machinery of the 


story in motion long before tho talo 
opens. Early in tho narration Major 
Mereclyth tells of tho death of Althea 
Fenlmore, daughter of a small coun- 
try nobleman. Althea, apparently a 
gay and happy girl, had been found 
dead In the canal one morning. TJjo 
tragedy is presented to tho reader, at 
first, as a disconnected event, mysteri- 
ous, but no more than a sad memory. 
As tho great war gathers England 
more firmly Into its blood grip things 
happen which Major Meredyth pieces 
together, weaving Into the story events 
of emotional Interest closely related 
to tho progress of the war. Tho char- 
acters coma and go, revealing or hint- 
ing at secret knowledge or hidden 
emotions, and tho reader 13 carried 
into tho full swing of a story of ab- 
sorbing, human Interest. Upon Betty, 
tha chief woman character In the 
story, the author has lavished all his 
subtle, masterly power to portray 
charming womanhood and to ondow 
it with life and fascination. Near tha 
conclusion of tie <:tory tho major saya 
to Betty: "You, my dearest, are tho 
embodiment of the woman of tho great 
•war," to which she replies: "I am a 
woman of the gieat war. 
You are 


quite right. But in a year or so I shall 
be like other women of the war who 
have suffered and spent their lives, a 
woman of the past—not. of the future." 


Fine and vital as( tho portrayal of 


Betty Is, Leonard Boyce, with whom 
her fortunes aro —so closely Inter- 
woven, is th.e inoro interesting char- 
acter, because of the human mixturo 
of good and evil that is in him, the 
great dep ,hs of remorse which ho 
reaches 'jid the peculiar part he plays 
in the jtory. 
As a wartime story "Tho| Red 


Planet," while breathing the war spirit 
throughout, is unlciuo in that it holds 
itself more aloof than others, aiming 
more particularly to make a true pic-

Critic's Tall^ to 


Group of Artists 


When Henry MoBrlde, critic of tho 


Now York Sun, was asked recently to 
talk to a group of young American 
artists exhibiting under tho auspices 
of Tho People's Guild in New York, he 
took occasion to ramify into the emo- 
tions that lie bad- of art production. 
And what he had to say is as potent 
to Western artists and followers of art 
as It was to tho Kaitcrn brethren: 


"I should like, If 1 were eloquent 


enough, to sling you Into a wilder dc- 
fih'o for greatness. As I have said, I 
feel lha1: almost any of you might bo 
great. There is only tho simple llttlo 
question that blocks tho way, and 
which every artist has to face sooner 
or later, and which might as woll bo 
faced at once—will you pay the price? 


"The price is—your life. It may not 


be demanded of you, but you must bo 
willing at least to pay it—and gener- 
ally i believe that you do have to 
pay it. 
"At this point I want to read you a 


quotation from a man who know how 
to lecture—I mean 
Lafcadlo Iloarn. 


He was talking upon 'Tho Question oC 
tho Highest Art' to his Japanese pu- 
pils, and fortunately ono of thorn wioto 
down his words for us: 
" 'Without attempting to discuss the 


different kinds of art In any way, I 
think wo may falily assume thai in- 
tellectual 
hl'o re-presents something 


higher than 
physical life 
and that 


ethical life represents something high- 
er still. 
In 
s-horl, tho 
position of 


Spencer (hat moral beauty Is far su- 
perior to intellectual beauty ought to 
bo a satisfactory guide to tho answer 
to this question. 
Jf moral beauty bo 


tho very 
highest posfaible 
form of 


beauty then the highest possible form 
ti£ 
art should 
b'o that 
which ex- 


presses it. " 
" '1 do not think that anybody would 


deny thetio premises from a philosophi- 
cal point of view. ]!ut tho mere state- 
ment that moral beauty ought to be 
ranked above lull other beauty, and 
that the highest art should necessarily 
express moral beauty loaves a vague 
and 
uiif,:illsfactory impression upon 


the mind. It is not very easy how to 
answer (he question, "How can music 
or painting or sculpture or noctry or 
fiction represent moral beauty?" And 
have I not often told you that books 
written for a moral purpose aro nearly 
always artistic and unsatisfactory? 
" 'It seems to me- that the solution 


of this difficulty is at least suggested 
by tho experience oC love. 
" 'To love another human being Is 


really a moral experience, although 
this fact Is very conr.monly overlooked. 
You might say: "This Is all very fine, 
but how can it bo a moral experience 
to lovo a bad person, or to iovo lor 
sense or self?" I shall answer that the 
selfish side of tho leeling has no im- 
portance at all; and that whether tho 
person loved bo good or bad or in- 
different is also of no importance. 
" '] mean that th<, experience is not 


at all affected as to Us moral side by 
tho Immorality of the conditions of It. 
Certainly It is a great misfortune and 
a great folly to love a bad person; but 
in spite of the misfortune and the folly 
a 
certain moral 
experienoo comes 


which has immense value to a whole- 
some nature. 
Tho experience is ono 
that very few of the poets and phil- 
osophers dwell upon; yet It Is the only 
Important, tho supremely important 
part of tho experience, 
" 'What is it? It Is the sudden 1m- 


pvilso to unselfishness. For there are 
two sides to every passion of love in 
a normal human life. 
Ono side is 


selfish; tho other side, the stronger, Is 
unselfish. In other words, one of the 
first results of truly loving another 
human being is the sudden wish to die 
for tho sake of thai being to enduro 
anything, to attempt anything diffi- 
cult or dangerous for tho benefit of 
the poraon beloved, That Is what 


Tennyson refers to in the celebrated 
verso about Uic chord of Self suddenly 
disappearing. 
" 'Tho impulse to spK-saci'lfice is the 


moral experience of loving; and this 
experience is not necessarily confined 
to the kind of affection described by 
Tennyson. Other forms of love nifiy 
produce tho same result. Strong faith 
may do it. Patriotism may do it, 1 
have only mentioned the ordinary form 
of lovo because It is tho most universal 
experience, and most likely to produce 
the moral Impulse, the unselfish do- 
slro to suffer pain, to suffer loss, or 
oven to suffer death, for Uio sake of a 
person loved.' 


"You must remember that, Iloarn 


was trying to answer tho most diffi- 
cult question in the world to a nation 
that has a habit of thinking quite alien 
to ours. Wliothor ho succeeded in ex- 
plaining himself to tho Japanese rr 
not, I do not know, but it seems to mo 
that in his answer wo can find an ex- 
cellent analogy to tho altitude that 
the artist must lake toward his work. 


"To be frank, ] do not find much of 


Ibis "do or dlo" spirit, this willingness 
to givo up all, in our current art ex- 
hibitions. I go about to all of them, 
because it is my profession, loo, but I 
got horribly discouraged at times at 
the paltriness of tho matter that Is 
presented for consideration. It seems 
to mo that not only tho older artists 
hut even the younger men tako things 
too easily. 


"There is a pronounced effort to bo 


in the fashion, but very little visible 
effort to got next to life. 
Tho same- 


ness in tho galleries week after week 
Is appalling. Unless tho work that is 
shown ia more hypocritical than I sup- 
pose it to bo It implies that all these 
artists 
aro leading 
Identical lives, 


thinking the same thoughts and turn- 


• ing themselves into machines. 


"As a critic I should like to talk of 


serious matters, of noble ideas, extra- 
ordinary adventures and great inven- 
tions—for such things aro easier to 
talk about than tho shadow of a 
shade that some fellow has borrowed 
from some other fellow's shade. Be- 
liovc me, it Is difficult to talk of life 
and death in the face of such palpable 
evasions of it. 


"The old Crooks had a different Idea 


of such things. 
They made no effort 
to shrink from paying the price. 


"I was reading lost summer in some 


old classic, possibly the "Dialogues of 
Plato," and foun'd a curious reference 
to the early life of one of the antique 
heroes. 
Tho young man, who camo 


of a great stock, feeling the desire 
to bo noble, as his lathers had boon, 
thought,within himself as to what he 
might clo to prove himself of the de- 
sired metal. 
He 
remembered that 


leagues distant ensconced ip a formid- 
able stronghold there was a terrific 
dragon or other mythical boast that 
had been tho terror of tho country for 
generations. 
Quite calmly, 
BO the 


legend runs, the youth set forth to face 
the dragon, vanquished it, and lived a 
life of heroism ever after. 


"The picture of the young man ask- 


ing himself, What groat thing Is there 
for me to do in tho world? la one that 
seems highly significant to mo 


"It's a question I should like the 


young artists of today to* face. 


Briefly, my advice is this: Accept 


every chance for living-. 
Enter into 
everything, take up every dare. You 
must first be Interested If you would 
be Interesting. If you find that every 
circumstance of your life is conspir- 
ing to make you into on automaton 
Just like your neighbor cut away reso- 
lutely and go hunt dragons."
